that the platform put forward at El Reno will bear any re­ 
semblance to the democratic platform to be written at New 
York is untenable at the present moment. 
No one knows how far the radical element will go or 
primary day, but it i< certain that tho leaders favor LaFollette 
for president, which is about as far removed from democratic 
tenets as it is possible to get. 
The third party movement in the United States is waxing 
strong and no one at this*time can successfully forecast what 
it will accomplish at the election this fall. 
But no democrat 
in Oklahoma will complain because it starts out on its own 
account, and the Leader's frankness is at least commendable.

Bronson and 
Nichols Claim 
Best Collection of 
Indian Relics 


OIf Hie A— eland P 
BL RENO, Okla., April 17.— “Tho 
Wigwam," an Indian museum with 
a collection of trophies from almost 
every trite in the United States, 
the property of E. S. Bronson a n i 
L. M. Nichols, local newspaper men, 
has been thrown open to the citi­ 
zens of El Reno. Besides housing 
one of the most complete collections 
of Indian trophies in 
the 
United 
States, it is furnished as a rest room 
for visitors. 
Comfortable 
benches 
and chairs, writing 
tables, 
with 
piles of magazines have been pro­ 
vided by Bronson and Nichols. The 
formal opening of the museum will 
be held the afternoon of May 25 
when the delegates to the Nations* 
Editorial association convention win 
visit the city. 
The collection, valued at more 
than $10,000 was offered to the 
University of Oklahoma two years 
provided they housed it properly. 
An appropriation to supply quarters 
for toe collection was stricken Horn 
the University appropriation bill by 
the governor and the collection re­ 
verted to Its owners, who then de­ 
cided to build the museum here. 
There are rich colored blankets 
woven by Navajos; gaily splotched 
tepee, coverings, handiwork of the 
Cheyenne*; moccasins fashioned by 
half a dozen tribes, bows and ar­ 
rows. tomahawks, wampum, birch 
bark plaques, headdress for the war 
path, ritualistic garb, a canoe fash­ 
ioned from birch bark, beaded belts, 
wristlets and head coverings. There 
.are strange and almost unknown ar­ 
ticles obtained from Oklahoma In­ 
dians and tribesmen of other states. 
Every piece in the collection is gen­ 
uine. Bronson is a student of In­ 
dian lore and customs and is an au­ 
thority on their craftsmanship. He 
began collecting the Indian trophies 
in 1902 god every year since he hgs 
added many pieces. A few years 
later Nichols became assistant to 
Bronson and a part owner in the 
collection.

decorated with Indian signs. 
For years Bronson kept his col­ 
lection in a special room at his 
home here but it has become so ex­ 
tensive that a permanent housing 
place was necessary.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., April 
18.Of the 195,864 baptisms report­ 
ed by the white Baptist churches of 
the south during 1923, a total of 
10,341 were administered in Okla­ 
homa, according to an announce­ 
ment of the Rev. J. B. Rounds, sec­ 
retary of the State Mission board, 
with headquarters in this city. Last 
year’s baptisms bring 
the 
total 
white Baptist church membership for 
the south, up to 3,494,189 and that 
of Oklahoma to 113,833, he said. 
The survey of Baptist growth and 
resources in the South 
has 
been 
completed by Dr. E. P. 
Alldredge, 
secretary of the survey, statistics 
and information of the Baptist Sun­ 
day school board of Nashville, Tenn. 
Other Items in the general sum­ 
mary of information concerning the 
resources of Southern Baptists as 
a whole, include *983 district as­ 
sociations, 27,093 local 
churches, 
19,580 ordained ministers, 20,601 
Sunday schools with an enrollment 
of 2,381 pupils, 13,249 Young Peo­ 
ples Unions with 383,991 members, 
18,591 Women’s Missionary Union 
organizations; 19,411 
houses 
of 
worship and 2,910 pastors* homes. 
The valuation of the local church 
property is given at $127,121,096. 
Contributions by the churches tat 
local objects during 1923 amount to 


$2*5,045,818.09, and to missions and 
benevolences $9,393,617.83, making 
the total contributions for the year 
for all purposes $34,439,435.92. 
Corresponding figures for Oklaho­ 
ma include 45 district associations, 
1,025 local churches; 857 ordained 
ministers; 738 Sunday schools, with 
an enrollment of 90,325 pupils; 722 
Young Peoples’ Union with 20,224 
members; 710 Womens’ Missionary 
Union organizations; €70 churches 
and 147 pastors’ homes. The valua­ 
tion of Baptist church property in 
the state is given at $5,063,283. 
During 1923 the Baptist churches of 
the state expended 
$1,099,261.60 
on local objects 
and 
contributed 
$286,099.55 for missions and benev­ 
olences, making the total contribu­ 
tions for the year, $1,385,361.15.
